ANNUALS FOR CITY RENTER. 


N the annual family is to be found 
the most desirable climbing flowers 
to be used in covering up fences 
around the vegetable garden or 
back lawn. Four or five will furnish 
plenty of variety in foliage and color 
Cardinal climbers, cypress vines, 
Japanese morning glories, purple hya 
cinth bean and the common annual 
morning glories are all good for this 
purpose. Early sowing of these nu- 
als is never advisable, for they All need 
warm weather to germindte success- 
fully. But warm days are in sight. 

The cardinal climber is a hybrid be- 
tween the cypress vine and a close rel 
ative of the morning glory, annual ex 
perts say. It is slow to germinate and 
for that reason it is often planted just 
as soon as the weather „gets warm. 
With this late season to deal with it 
would be best to soak the seed for a 
day before planting. This climber pro 
duces red flowers resembling the 
morning glory in shape. 

While the cypress vine does not fur- 
nish a thick screen, it is considered 
one of the most beautiful of these 
annuals. Scarlet runners and morn- 
ing glories make ‘better screcns. The 
purple pods of the hyacinth bean are 
about as ornamental as the lavender 
flowers, but the foliage is not as heavy 
as that of the scarlet -runner bean. 
Ordinarily these annuals are planted 
two weeks éarlier than this, but they 
grow rapidly and will soon make up 
for the delay.
